peals for volunteers on your program ?” 

“That’s right! As a matter of fact, 
the Nephrosis Foundation estimates 
that there were nearer 15,000, and they 
put our material into the hands of 
about 1,000,000 families. 


“We’ve had a busy day today. The 
kids picked up their materials at about 
sixty Childhood Nephrosis supply de- 
pots in this area, and I’ve been hopping 
from one depot to another since early 
morning. We’ve been too busy today to 
have any time to plan ahead, but Dr. 
Henry W. Kaessler, president of the 
National Nephrosis Foundation, “grab- 
bed” me for a minute and said they 
would start planning a national Teen- 
Agers March To Beat Childhood 
Nephrosis for 1957. 


“If we’ve helped the fight against 
Childhood Nephrosis, that’s sufficient 
return for our efforts. But I think 
we’ve done something else, too. My 
programs on WINS, New York, like 
my programs on KATZ, St. Louis, and 
WEBB, Baltimore, are Rock ‘n’ Roll 
parties. My fans are Rock ‘n’ Roll 
fans, and today we’ve shown them 
that the Rock ‘n’ Rollers are really 
good citizens. 


“T never thought that Rock ‘n’ Roll 
needed any defense, but, if it did, 
some ten or fifteen thousands of us 
presented our defense today.”

“Yes; until we repeat the Teen- 
Agers March To Beat Childhood 
Nephrosis on a national basis next 
year.”
